Canada’s Vast Hinterland 


Dominion Claims. Sovereignty. Over 
Entire Arctic North Of the 
Mainland 

The Dominion of Canada has long 
claimed sovereignty over the entire 
area north of the mainland. On July 
81, 1880, the rights acquired by Great 
Britain in this area were transferred 
to Canada by Order-in-Council provid- 
ing that “all British territories and 


| possessions in North America and Is- 


lands adjacent to such territories and 
possessions which are not already in- 
cluded in the Dominion of Canada, 
shall, with the exception of New- 
foundland and its dependencies, be 
annexed to and form part of the said 
Dominion.” The title thus based on 
geographical contiguity and British 
discovery and exploration, was com- 
pleted by effective occupation and ad- 
ministration, under the Department 
of the Interior. ’ 

The Canadian Arctic sector has 
been indicated on official maps and de- 


| fined in official statements, notably 


by the Minister of the Interior, in the 
House of Commons in June, 1925. The 
maps and public statements indicated 
that Canada claims all the territory 
north of the Canadian mainland in the 
sector lying between meridians 60 and 
141, 

In view of the possibility of con- 
flicting claims in the Sverdrup Is- 
lands area, the matter was made the 
subject of discussion between the 
Norwegian and Canadian Govern- 
ments. A definite settlement of the 
issue has been formally expressed in 
an exchange of notes which was ef- 
fected in London, England, and Oslo, 
Norway.

, Tourists Find Conversation In Hun- 

gary Almost Impossible 
| ‘Travelling in Europe as far as 
| Vienna is comparatively easy but af- 
| ter that on account of the language, 
one has not a Chinaman’s chance to 
understand what signs stand for, is 
the opinion of Gordon W. Edgar, of 
the Rogers Peet Company, of New 
York. 

The Hungarian language is 80 
composed that if you were to drop 
the letters of the alphabet into a 
bag and then draw them out at ran- 
dom and form them into words you 
would obtain the same result. If 
there is any doubt about it, all that 
is necessary to do is to sprinkle 
them with quotation marks, accents 
and dashes and you have the Hun- 
garian language as it is not spoken 
by westerners.

1 to July amount to 187,435,223 | 
and the average carry-over in Can- 
ada at the end of each July for the
